TREATMENT OF HYACINTHS IN POTS. 


For the growth of Hyacinths and other Bulbs for Winter and Spring flowering, the most favorable time for potting is from Sep- 
tember to January. A difference of a week or two between the periods of potting will produce a corresponding difference in the 
period of bloom. 

The Bulbs should be potted singly in four-inch pots, or for convenience of space four or five may be placed in a six-ineh pot. 

The soil used should be a good, rich soil, in which a fair proportion of sand has heen mixed. { 

Place the Bulb so that the upper surface will be even with the top of the soil after it has been pressed down to firm it, then give 
all the water the soil will hold. 

The pots should then be set away in a cool cellar, or other convenient place where the temperature will range from forty degrees to 
fifty degrees, and covered to the depth of four or five inches with soil, sand or litter, where they should remain from four to six 
weeks, in which time they will have filled the pots with roots, but the tops will have advanced but little. They may now be brought 
to the light. It is better to keep in a low temperature (from forty-five to sixty degrees) for two or three weeks at first. after which 
they may be removed to the sitting-room, or where desired. 


GROWING HYACINTHS IN GLASSES. 


The Bulbs should be placed in the glasses as early in the season as possible. keeping them in a cool, dark cellar, or similar situa- 
tion, until the roots have nearly reached the bottom of the glass, which requires usually f.om six to eight weeks’ time, after which 
the lightest and sunniest situation that can be had is the best; the water in the glasses should be changed two or three times a week, 
and in severe weather the Bulbs must be removed from the window, so as to be secure from frost. After filling the glass with water, 
place the Bulb so that the base only will touch the water.

TIME TO PLANT. 


September and October are the best months for planting Bulbs 
in the garden. Set them from one to six inches apart, according 


to variety or size, and from one to three inches deep. 


PROTECTION. 


After planting, the beds should be covered with leaves, straw, 
or coarse litter (as a mulch or protection), which should be re- 
moved when the Bulbs start in early Spring. This is not neces- 
sary to save the Bulbs, for most Bulbs are perfectly hardy in any 
situation without protection, but it is most advisable to do it, for 
it preserves the vitality of the Bulbs to a great extent, and when 
in bloom you can notice that those which were protected will be 
twice as good as those which were not.
